The views of the Supreme Coart of 
California on the license question, «x 
pressed as late as February, 1985, are 
found in the March number of the 
„West Coast Reporter, a law publica- 
tion of Sev Francixco. In the case of 
Ex parte Mount on Habeas Corpus, the 
syllabus states the case decided is fol- 
lows: 

The power conferred upon the city 
council of the city of Oakland, by tb 
act of April 24, 1862, ot licensing, 
taxing and regulating all such vehicles, 
business and employments as the public 


inelades the power to an 
requiring a license to taken out. by 
every person, firm or corporation, who, 
at any ted place of business, selle 
goods, wares or merchandise. Such 
oweris a valid police power or regu- 
ation, which the Legislature migbt 
delegate to the manicipslity. 

The syllabus further says: 

Such power is aleo conferred by sec- 
tion 11, Article XI, of the Constitation, 
providing that any city, lown or town 
ship may. make end enforce within its 
lrmits all such local sanitary and other 
regulations as are not in conflict witb 
general laws.”

There 
are more difficulties to be encountered 
than the northern growers imagine, 
ead, though they may succeed in maln- 
taining orchards here and there, we 
doubt whether they will ever be able 
to establish orange-growing as a gen 
eral industry. Perhaps the best argu- 


dent to this end is that they have been 


trying many years to do it and have 
not yet succeeded. Even in Southern 
California the tendency is to narrow 
rather than extend the limits of profit- 
able citrus culture. There are sections 
in this county that are no more fit for 
the production of citrus fruits as a 
profitable industry than are the steppes 
of Russia. Why?! Because the soil is 
too heavy, the exposure to ocean winds 
and fogs too great, the extreme of cold 
5 too severe, or some like cogent reason. 
Within the past year a good many 
orange trees in Los Angeles county 
have been dug up because the unfavor- 
able circumstaaces of locality forever 
barred their profitable culture. A 
great many more trees might as well 
be dug up for all the good they will 
do their owners. Only the interior 
foothillaand the warm, sheltered val- 
leys are adapted to produciug citrus

An Ohio farmer has learned by ex 
perience that a bushel of raw corn, fed 
on the cob, will produce nine pounds 
of pork, while an equal quantity, if 
ground and the meal fed raw, will 
yield twelve pounds. A bushel of 
corn boiled made about thirteen and 
one-haif pounds of pork, and a bushel 
of meal cooked made sixteen and one- 
half pounds. Some experimenters re- 
port better results from feeding un- 
cvoked meal. 

There is one advantage in plant in 
the early varieties of potatoes in 
season.
